SIGN OF THE RED CROSS. 


Bill Passed by the Senate to Protect 
the Name of Miss Barton’s 
Famous Society. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—In the 
Senate to-day Mr. Allen of Nebraska called 
up and the Senate passed the bill provid- 
ing for the holding of a congress of the 
representatives of different Indian tribes of 
the United States at Omaha in 1898 and ap- 
propriates $100,000 therefor. Some minor 
amendmengs to the bill were made. 

A bill appropriating $175,000 for a public 
building at Fergus Falls, Minn., was passed. 

The bill to protect the name and insignia 
of the Red Cross was passed. 

Mr. Gray (Delaware) explained:that Miss 
Clara Barton, several years ago asked that 
the insignia of the Red Cross Society be 
protected from those who would use it for 
commercial or perhaps fraudulent purposes. 
Under treaty entered into by a majority of 
the civilized nations of the world the sign 
of the cross is known as an insignia of hos- 
pital corps or charitable organizations.

WORK OF THE HOUSE. 


Representative Grosvenor Peels the 
Hide Off Carl Schurz. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The House to- 
day promptly resumed the debate on the 
civil service question, and Mr. Grosvenor 
of Ohio took the floor with an elaborate 
speech in opposition to the law. In opening 
Mr. Grosvenor disclaimed any leadership of 
the anti-civil service reform forces and any 
purpose to speak for any officer of the 
A nace executive, legislative or ju- 
dicial. 

‘All efforts to entangle me in a collision 
with the President,”’ said he, ‘‘wastes sv 
much powder. If I believed my relations to 
the executive would be changed or modi- 
fied because I differ with him in any repre- 
sentative capacity I would despise him us 
he would despise me if I faltered in my con- 
victions.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor said he had watched with 
admiration the President’s public career, 
and one of his most prominent character- 
istics had always been that he not only did 
not demat 
man who sought favors by sycophancy. 

Mr. Grosvenor proceeded to pay his re- 
spects to the National Civil Service Reform 
League and to Carl Schurz, its President. 
His excoriatign of the latter was the most 
scathing that has been heard on the floor 
of the House in months. He denounced un- 
sparingly those who sought to read out of 
the Republican party those who believed 
in the repeal of the Civil service law. With 
vitriolic language he sketched the political 
cafeer of Mr. Schurz, which he character- 
ized as the “checkered, spotted, leprous 
career of one who betrayed every party and 
every duty to which he was bound, and 
whose betrayals had been his only stock in 
trade in the arena of politics.”’ ‘ 

He traced Mr. Schurz’s political history 
and defied any one to point out a point in 
the trail which was not tainted with polit- 
ical corruption. Yet, he said, this was the 
man who. with other “foul political dema- 
gogues” at Cincinnati under the name of 
the National Civil Service League, “had de- 
nounced him and those who thought with 
him on this question.’” He read the resolu- 
tions adopted at the Cincinnati meeting, 
branding them as infamous beyond descrip- 
tion,

At present no one is seriously threatening the 
peace of the British empire, except a number 
of:newspaper editors and correspondents. Rus- 
sia chooses to occupy a harbor or two on the 
coast of China, and Germany wants an unrea- 
sonably large compensation from the same 
country for. the murder of some of her mission- 
aries. But these events do not place England 
in dire peril. bd

she wants, but for protective purposes she is 
secure in the Orient, England’s powerful navy 
in Kastern waters assures her a strong part 
in any partition of China and with Japan she 
may control the situation,

HAVANA, Jan. 6.—All Havana !s talking 
of the frustration of a plot to kill or cap- 
ture Gen. Aranguren, in which Gen. Lee 
and Representative King of Utah were in- 
nocent instruments. Mr. King, since his 
arrival ten days ago, has proved -himself 
an enthusiastic but a most indiscreet in- 
vestigator. He made no secret of his in- 
tention to communicate with the insurgents 
and expressed a particular desire to meet 
(en. Aranguren, He succeeded in inducing 
Gen. Lee to provide a guide, who agreed to 
take him to Gen, Aranguren, but insisted 
that the proposed expedition®be kept close 
secret for the Spanish would take ad- 
vantage of it to learn of Gen. Aranguren’'s 
location., 

In spite of this the story not only leaked 
out, but Mr. King was offered assurances 
by Secretary General Congosto that no op- 
position would be made to his pgssage 
through the Spanish lines, All was ar- 
ranged for Mr. King and the guide to pass 
the lines and go to the rendezvoug, where 
he was to meet Gen. Aranguren and Col, 
Juan Delgado. 

The guide became alarmed last night. 
Noticing that Mr. King was closely shad- 
owed by’ Spanish police agents, he watched 
and about 10 o’clock discovered Mr. King 
and Secretary Congosto in earnest con- 
sultation under @ dark cottonade. Fully 
realizing the danger the guide started for 
t country and in half an hour was on 
his way to warn Gen, Aranguren, 

It is openly asserted that the authorities 
made every preparation to follow Mr. King 
to the place of meeting and have a force on 
hand ample to overcome resistance by the 
rebel chiefs. 

A train of seventeen cars filled with troops 
left this morning, going in the direction ‘n 
which the méeting Was to take place. Mr. 
King’s first intimation of the fa.lure of the 
proposed expedition was this morning, when 
he learned that h's guide was missing.

 QUINCY’S FIRST BELL. 


Valuable Relic Presented to the City 
Historical Society. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Ill, Jan..6.—Mr. H. P. Walton, 
one of the city’s pioneers, has presented the 
Quincy Historical Society with the first bell 
that ever tolled in the city. The society is 
elated over the gift, and will place it in the 
relic room of the Public Library Building. 
The bell was made in 1834, and weighs over 
300 pounds. It hung suspended between two 
posts at Quincy's first church, which was 
called the Lord’s Barn, because it resem- 
bled a barn so closely. Mr. Walton has had 
the bell in h‘s cellar for years. Another gift 
the society has just received from a gener- 
ous citizen is an oil painting of the first 
house built in Quincy. It was a log cabin of 
one room, and was built by the late John 
Wood. who was Governor of lll.nois at one 
time. He built the cabin in 1822, and havin; 
no other tool than his jackknife, whittle 
the window frames wit that. Both this 
cabin and ‘the first church were torn down 
years ago to: make room for more modern 
buildings. Gen. T. M. Rogers was the donor 
of the picture, which is the only one of the

New England’s Cotton Indus- 
try Has a Competitor. 


SOUTHERN MILLS DOING WELL. 


—_-—-— 


THE CLAIM IS MADE THAT THE 
EAST CAN NO LONGER HOLD 
THE TRADE. 


CUT IN WORKERS’ WAGES. 


Half a Million Men, Women and Chil- 
dren Suffer by the Enforced 
Reduction in the 
Earnings. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan. 6—Five hundred 
thotitand persons at least, it is estimated, 
will suffer by the wage reduction of from 
10 to 111-9 per cent proposed by the New 
England cotton milis. Mills employing 
about 100,000 hands have already joined the 
movement, and many others in smaller New 
iingiand mill centers w'll undoubtedly join 
it 

Practically all the cotton mills in Fall 
river, New Bedford, Lowell, Manchester, 
Salem, Suncook, N. H., and a number of 
smaller placés have posted notices of reduc- 
tion amounting to from 10 to 11 1+9 per cent. 

The operators justify the reduction of 
wages on the state of the market, and the 
competition of Southern mills, where, it js 
sa.d, conditions of the labor market, etc., 
give the millmen a decided advantage over 
the Northern manufacturers. The annual 
print-cloth statement first made by C. V. 8S. 
Remington makes clear the situation as the 
operators view it. 

Robert Knight sald: 

“We have got to do ‘t to put ourselves 
on a level with other manufacturers, We 
are opposed to it, and do not believe it is 
going to better conditions very much. It 
will only bring us 10 per cent nearer the 
Southern manufacturers. 

“Ths is the key to the whole situation. 
and where to-day the Southern mills are 
sold up and can go on making and selling 
at a profit, we are carrying stocks, 
when we sell can’t get back a new a 
for an old one. 

“About all the good that this reduction 
in wages will do will be to open the eyes of 
some of the labor agitators to things that 
they don’t seem to Fee now. 

“The Legislatures have done much harm 
in the North by interfering, and they have 
attempted more than they had any business 
to, and a change will be made in present 
laws, or else laws will have to be made in 
ihe South to regulate the working hours 
there.’’

RICHMOND, Ind., Jan. 6.—Judge Henry 
C. Fox of the Wayne Circuit Court has 
handed down a decision of much impor- 
tance, especially to all that portion of In- 
Ciana where natural gas is in use. The 
questions involved are the liability of the 
Richmond Natural Gas Co. to furn’sh gas 
for both lighting and heating purposes, or 
either, and whether or not the company 
has a right ‘to discriminate in price where 


‘the gas is used for both light and fuel, ‘n- 


stead of for fuel only. 
On Oct. 1 last the Natural Gas Co. served 


notice on its consumers that from that date 


all those who used the gas for both heat- 
ing and lighting would be compelled to pay 


| 20 cents a thousand cubic feet, while those 


who used the gas for fuel only would be 
required to pay only the former prie of 12% 
The company also claimed that it 
Was under no ob! gations to furnish gas 
for light and refused to furnish meters for 
those wishing to use the gas for light only; 


, also it refused to accept 12% cents for gas 


used for light, notwithstanding that up to 


Oct, 1 it had accepted pay for all gas used 
without regard to the use to which it had 
been put.

those business men who were using the 
gas for lighting purposes in their places 
of business, finding it much cheaper than

“BUD” KINGSBURY SQUANDERED 
A FORTUNE AND DIED IN 
THE POOR-HOUSE. 


LITERALLY MONEY TO BURN. 


He Used to Buy Dollar Cigars and 
Light Them With Five and 
Ten Dollar Bills.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 6.—From youth 
and wealth to death in a poorhouse is the 
race “Bud” Kingsbury ran. He was buried 


to-day in potter’s fleld. 

There is much that is more than ordinarily 
pathetic in his chase after death. He was 
not 36 years old when he reached the end if 
his tether. His fortune was spent, his 
health wrecked, his mind a blank. For eigh- 
teen years he had traveled a pace which 
made him notorious even among the spend- 
thrifts of New York and Providence and 


Boston. 
His father was a dealer in junk. Herbert, 


or “Bud,” as he was called, was the sole 
heir. He epent money as if there were no 
end of it, and when, in 1882, John L. Sullivan 
married a neighbor, Kingsbury reckoned it 
an honor to travel with that prince of spend- 


thrifts. 
Kingsbury joined with John L. In the 


most extraordinary sprees, and they vied 
with each other in their apparent desire to 
see who could prove most conclusively that 
‘a fool and his money are soon parted.”’ 
The silly youth used to buy the most ex- 
pensive cigars and light them with $5 and 
$10 bills. When Centerville got too emall 
he went to New York and tried to dazzle 
the tenderloin. He was received with open 
arms, of course, for he in fact had money 


to burn.

A NEW POSTAGE STAMP. 


Commemorative of the Holding of the 
Transmississippi Exposition. 


For the third time in the history of the na- 
tion, in recognition of the importance of a 
brilliant enterprise Posimaster-General Gary 
has decided to order a series of special pos- 
tage siamps, commemorative of the holding 
of the Transmississippi and Internationa] 
Exposition at Omaha in 1898. The stamps 
will be issued in denominations of l-cent, 2- 
cent, 5-cent, 10-cent and $1, making it possi- 
ble for the public to use these stamps on al] 
outgoing foreign as well as domestic mail 
matter and packets of merchandise. In the 
United States there are 70,000 post-offices, so 
that the widespread circulation of these spe- 
cial stamps, suggestive of the Transmissis- 
sipp! and International Exposition, will -be 
readily attained, The issue lends the expo- 
sition the prestige of government recogni- 
tion and support, 

In issuing these special stamps ft is not 
designed by the Postmaster General to with- 
draw from sale the current series, as was the 
case during the World's Fair. The series of 
special stamps for the Transmi!ssissipp! and 
International Exposition will be supplied to 
any office in the United States, and every 
postmaster will find an active demand for 
them from the start, not only by stamp col- 
lectors, but by hundreds of thousands of 
people who wll prefer them during the ex 
position period in place of the regular se- 
ries. 

The new issue of special] stamps will be of 
marked artistic order in design, symbolical 
of the great Transm ssissipp! region and its 
tributaries, Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Merritt, who will have charge of the 
selection of subjects. has written a number 
of letters to the leading artists of the Untted 
States, asking for suggestions relat.ve to de- 
signs. The designs contemplate portraits of

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THOMPSON MAY NOT HANG. 


Gains a Year’s Respite by Appealing 
to the United States Supreme Court. 


George Thompson, who is convicted of 
poisoning Joseph Cunningham, church sex- 
ton, will not hang Friday. Gov. Steph- 
ens has granted a stay of execution until 
Feb. 7. 

This stay was sought to enable Thomp- 
son’s attorney, Marion C. Early, to pre- 
sent a writ of error to the United States 
Supreme Court. Judge Shepard Barcla 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, will 
issue a supersedeas on the ground that 
“any law which alters the legal rules of 
evidence and makes less or different testi- 
mony than Was admitted at the fime the 
alleged offense was committed, or which 
alters the position of the accused to hts 
disadvantage, is ex-post facto and vold.’ 

The poison which killed Cunn.ngham was 
procured on a forged prescription. After 
the first trial detectives procured from 
Thompson a letter by misrepresentation, 
They introduced it as evidence to show 
Thompson forged the prescription. 

Mr. Early objected to this evidence. The 
case was appealed. While the appeal was 
pe nding the Legislature passed a law mak- 
ing “extraneous writing admissible in evi- 
dence when proven genuine to form a 
standard of comparison. When the case 
came back, remanded for a new trial, the 
same letters and same evidence were in- 
troduce 1d under the new law, and the de- 
cision was adverse to the defendant. 

The adm'‘ssion of this new evidence is 
alleged to have been an error which only 
the United States Court can now correct. 
It may be a year before the Un ited States 
Supreme Court gives its decision. 

A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
Jefferson City says the bond and necessary 
papers in the Thompson case has been 
file and the State Supreme Court has 
granted the appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

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A MILLIONAIRE’S SUICIDE. | 


Simon Hernsheim Takes a Dose of 
Prussic Acid. 


ORLEANS, lLa., Jan. 6.—Simon 
Hernsheim, president and head of the big 
tobacco firm of S. Hernsheim Bro. & Co., 
and one of the wealthiest and most promi- 
nent citizens of New Orleans, committed 


suicide some time yesterday by taking 
prussic acid, the body being found in a 
orner of the big Hernsheim La Belle Creole 
factory, 

Mr. Hernsheim was not seen in the fac- 

tory in the afternoon, but must have en- 
tered it at night after the 3,000 employes 
had left. He went to one of the upper 
stories, wrote ten letters to friends and 
relatives, and then, filling a glass with 
whisky, emptied the prussic acid into it. 
Death must have been instantaneous. Not 
having returned home at night Mr. Hern- 
sheim’s family became alarmed and 
dered a search for him. The factory was 
searched, and in an out of the way corner 
the body was found and near by the letters 
and the prussic acid phial. The suicide is 
ittributed to depression and business 
vorry. Mr. Hernsheim lost his wife two 
‘ears ago, and has grieved over the loss 
very much ever since. He had a large 
ameunt of Havana tobacco seized by Gen. 
Weyler in Cuba, and released only the other 
day through the representations of ‘the 
State Department. The yellow fever quar- 
intine also seriously interfered with his 
business. 
The Hernsheim tobacco factory was the 
largest in the South and one of the three 
largest in the country. Mr. Hernsheim was 
a man of great wealth and his residence 
was the finest in New Orleans. He was a 
native of the city, 58 years of age and a 
Confederate veteran.

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BLOODHOUNDS FOUND HIM 


BEATRICE, Neb., Jan. 6.—The sensational 
murder of Mr. and Mrs. George Baker, at 
their hoine near Fairbury T-esday, was fol- 
lowed Wednesday by the s.i.] more sensa- 
tional suicide of the supposed murderer. 
When the bodies of Mr. and/Mrs. Baker 
were discovered, suspicion at @nce atiached 
to William Baker, a brother of the dead 
man, owing to threats he had been heard 
to make against them. 

Messages were at once sent here for two 
Cuban bloodhounds, owned by Pr. de te 
Fulton, but they did not reach Fairbury 
until after 9 o’clock Tuesday. They were 
then taken to the ecene of the murder and 
to the window where the assassin had stood 
when fir.ng the shots. The dogs at once be- 
came frantic and started off through a corn 
field, foilowing the trail three miles to the 
home of another Baker, uncle of the two 
men; past the house they tore to the closed 
barn and leaping against the door vainly 
endeavored to get inside. No one dared to 
venture near the building. Repeated calls 
were made to the prisoner to surrender, but 
no response was made. 

The demands for surrender were continued 
at intervals. Baker once or twice ap- 
peared at a window and peered out at his 
pursueis, but made little noise, although 
apparently being in constant motion about 
the barn. The hours wore on until about 2 
o'clock, when the members of the posse 
were startled by the muffled sgound of a 
shotgun coming from the barn, followed by 
perfect stillness: When the place was en- 
tered Baker was found lying in the hay 
mow, his head literally blown off, the empty 
shotgun which had evidently been placed 
against his head lying near by. 

The self-convicted murderer was a bach- 
elor, about 40 years old. He had early in 
life courted the woman his brother mar- 
ried, and rejection appeared to embitter him 
against the whole family, several members 
cf which it is reported he had frequently 
threatened to ki The Bakers are among 
the oldest families in the State and highly 
respected. Four young children were left 
without parents.

Maj.-Gen. Arthur Godolphin Yeatman-

LONDON, Jan. 6.—According to a special 
dispatch from Peshawur, Maj. Gen. Arthur 
Godolphin Yeatman-Biggs, in command of 


the second division of the Tirah expeditien 
in the northwest frontier of India, died on 
Tuesdayy of dysentery. The news is con- 
firmed from various sources, 

Maj. Gen. Yeatman-Bigges was a son of the 
late Harry Farr Yeatman of Manston 
House, Dorset, and was born in 143.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—If that 
acientist, Dr. Schenk, has found a 
of controlling the sex of babies, 
mean the extermination of women? 

Boy babies are usually the more popular 
and if parents can assist nature will they 
not choose boys? 

Since nature is to be robbed of its pre- 
rogatives in this matter and the whole 
question made a bargain-counter affair, aTe 
not births calculated to lose their sacred- 
ness? 

On one or more of these points there has 
been much discussion here, though the 
New York physicians refuse to become en- 


thusiastic. 

Since the days of Plato, to Darwin, and to 
the present time scientis'’s have tried to 
find a means of doing this thing, and if Dr. 
Schenck has succeeded he has enriched 
mankind inexpressibly, they deciare. 

Darwin, after examining the statistics of 
births in the United States, France and 
England, thavght at one time that nature 
regulated matters so as to keep the sexes 
equal, Tnis he was not prepared to maintain. 
However, from computations based on sta- 
tistics. which show that in the United 
States and the European countries of ‘the 
firet class, twenty-one males are born to 
t venty females, the surplus boys being 
wisely provided by nature to meet the de- 
fidjency arising from accidents and violence 
to which males are chiefly exposed, a funda- 
mental law has been framed, and few hest-

: e theory of the superior parent has long 


prevailed, vet surprisingly this theory is to 
the effect that a child of the opposite sex is 
born. 

For instance Lincoln’s mother was super- 
jor to her husband. Sheridan’s mother was 
the superior of his father, and so was the 
mother of the younger Wm. Pitt superior 
to her husband. These he cites among states- 
men.

‘The nearer you approach to the center of

|awaiting with eager 
formation from Dr. E. G. Wendt of this 
city about Mrs. Anna Landis of Zurich, 
Switzerland, the wonkin who is enjoying 
better health without a stomach than she 
did before it was taken from her. 

The physiological history of the case is 
attracting as much attention as the surgi- 
cal operation itself. Physicians want to hear 
more from Dr. Wendt about the clinical 
observations following the removal of the 
stomach. Dr. Shrady had hoped to get it 
for the current number of the Medical Re- 
view. 

Dr. Schlatter has taken from the outset 
a most heroic method of feeding Mrs, Lan- 
dis. Instead of depending upon predigested 
food he has given her scraped meat, oat- 
meal, brandy and Malaga wine, which, ac- 
cording to the books, are impossible of di- 
gestion without a stomach. But Mrs. Lan- 
dis has digested them and at last accounts 
she was thriving sufficiently to attend to 
her duties as a nurse in the hospital where 
the remarkable operation on her stomach 
was performed. 

Dr. Wendt ts in Europe attending clinics 
in Switzerland and.Austria. H's visit to 
Dr. Schiatter Was merely an incident in a 
journey. 

“Il am certain that we shall hear more 
from Dr. Wendt about this case,’’ said Dr. 
Shrady. ‘‘His visit to the important clinics 
of Europe was arranged with care before 
he started, and we must take this into con- 
sideration in awaiting further information 
from him. He may have kept an appoint- 
ment at some other cl_nic, and will return 
to Zurich to make further observations in 
the Landis case as his time will permit.”’ 

After Mrs. Landis had recovered from 
the effects of the ether, within an hour or 
so after the operation, she was given a 
brandy milk punch, with two eggs beaten 
in tt. The principal source of danger at 
that time was hemorrhage, which would al- 
most surely have terminated fatally. It 
was hemorrhage that killed a patient in 
Ohio, the only time that the operation of a 
total removal of the stomach was ever at- 
tempted in this country. 

To the surprise of Dr. Schlatter, Mrs. 
Landis complained of feeling ‘sick at her 
stomach.’ Of course she had no stomach. 
Dr. Schlatter then decided to remove the 
dressing from the wound and the patien: 
said she felt decidedly better. From that 
time on her diet of solids was increased un- 
til she was-able to digest chicken without 
the slightest difficulty. ' 

About a month after the operation Mra. 
Landis was suffering from an attack of in- 
digestion. She vomited a small quantity 
of fluid that was sent to the laboratory in 
the hospital- for examination. Bile was 
found in appreciable quantity, although the 
existence of bile without a stomach was 
contrary to all medical theories. 

Just one month after the operation Mrs. 
Landis was allowed to leave her bed and 
walk about.the ward of the hospital. One 
of the nurses put her on the scales and 
discovered that she had gained in weight 
after the operation, 

Dr. Shrady says that he does not think 
Dr. Schlatter intended to remove the en- 
tire stomach of the woman when he began 
the operation. He intended only to remove 
from the stomach the tumor with which the 
woman had been suffering for years. But 
treatment of the case had been neglected 
So long that partial removal of the stomach 
would be of no avail, and to save the 
woman's life it would be necessary to make 
a new departure in surgery. 

“It was a bold step,’’ said Dr. Shrady, 
“but we are accustomed to that sort of 
thing from German physicians. They take 
greater risks than any surgeon in this 
country would dare to.”’ 

This view was concurred in by Dr. Rus- 
sell Bellamy, who had made the same 
rounds of,.the Swiss clinics under Drs. 
Cocher and Ruhl that Dr. Wendt is now 
making. 

“I venture an opinion,” said Dr. Bellamy, 
“that the same operation on an American 
woman, tmder the same conditions, would 
have resulted fatally. surgeon in .zthis 
country finds nervous indigest'on a con- 
stant stumbling block when he ‘has to ope- 
rate on a patient. Nervous indigestion is 
almost a national complaint. Mrs. Lan- 
dis appears to have had a perfect digestion. 
She undoubtedly came of hardy German 
stock, had been accustomed to rough food 
and her constitution was fitted to endure 
the tremendous strain matie upon it. 

on a similar case came before me to- 
morrow I should undoubtedly follow the 
«ample set by Dr. Schlatter. In operat'ons 
for partial removal of the stomach I Rave 
often wondered whether it would not have 
been better to remove the organ entirely, 
but I hesitated about making the exper!i- 
ment. The German and Swiss surgeons are 
not quite so considerate, perhaps, as we 
are expected to be i'n this country. I have 
heard of them operating for goitre and 
even for appendicitis without administering 
an anaesthetic. 

Ths operation shakes the entire theory 
of stomachic digest‘on. It will compel sur- 
geons and physicians to pay more attention 
to intestinal functions than they have done 
hitherto.’

ROBBERS IN A 
SMOKING CAR, 


Daring Hold-Up of an Illinois 
Central Passenger. 


OCCURRED IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 


TWO MEN ASKED A TRAVEL- 
ER FOR CHANGE AND 
GRABBED HIS ROLL. 


A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE ENSUED. 


Other Passengers Came to the Victim’s 
Help and One of the Robbers 
Was Kicked Off the 
Platform. 


A daring robbery was committed on the 
south-bound lilinois Central train, which 
left Union Station at 8:35 Wednesday night. 

Two men got on the train at East St. 
Louis just as it was pulling out from the 
Relay Depot and took a seat at the back 
of the smoking car. 

After the train had passed the viaduct 
and was going at considerable speed to- 
wards the shops the men. arose and ap- 
proached a prosperous looking man who sat 
about the middle of the car. 

One of them asked him if he could change 


a $10 bill. The man, who afterward said 
he was George Weaver of Leroy, IIL, bound 
for Carbondale to visit his sister, obligingly 
drew a roll of bills from his pocket. 

One of the robbers immediately made a 

rab for the money and got hold of it. 

Veaver grappled with him and the men be- 
gan to struggie for possession of the money. 

The second robber took a hand and the 
three struggled toward the door, which the 
robbers had left open when «hey entered. 

The passengers recovered from their sur- 
prise, and several, including J. 8S. Corwin 
and M. G. Gannon of Belleville, rushed to 
the traveler’s assistance. 

The robbers saw them coming and, jerking 
loose from Mr. Weaver, dashed out on the 
platform. One of them jumped off of the 
fast moving train, but the other lost his 
nerve and turned to confront the passen- 
gers. 

Mr. Gannon was at the head of these. 
He made a grab for the robber, who cow- 
ered back on the platform of the other car 
and began to plead. 

“Tt wasn’t me that took the money,” he 
whined. “It was my partner, I was trying 
to keep him from doing it.”’ 

Gannon was speechless with amazement 
at the fellow’s impudence. He -jumped 
across the platform and gave the robber a 
kick which sent him whirling off the train. 
He struck the ground and rolled over and 
over like a ball, but those who looked back 
could not see whether he got up or not. 

The conductor was informed of the rob- 
bery. but he did not stop the train. 

Mr. Weaver took stock and found $12 was 
missing from his @oll. 


It may be that the robber who jumped 
from the train is a man who was found dead 
Thursday morning. 

Charles Dayton, who is supposed to have 
lived at 115 Fourth avenue, New York City, 
was found dead under a Mobile and Ohio 
trestle across Cahokia Creek, in East St. 
Louis, at 8 o’clock Thursday morning. He 
had fallen through the trestle. He was 
discovered by William Dozier, the pilot of 
switch engine No. 74. 

Dayton was identified by memoranda 
found in his pockets. It is the supposition 
that he fell from a Mobile and Ohio freight 
train while drunk. 

Dayton was seen wandering around the 
railroad yards on the Island Wednesday 
afternoon with a stranger. Both men were 
drinking. They had the appearance of rail- 
road men, and Island residents paid little 
attention to the circumstances. 

A memorandum book in Dayton’s pock- 
ets showed he left New York Nov. 6 last, 
pass ng through Poughkeepsie, Schenec- 
tady, Syracuse, Buffalo and Cleveland. He 
arrived in Cleveland Nov. 17 and remained 
there until Dec. 1, when he left for St. 
Louis. 

From other entries in the book it is clear 
he was en rouwte to Cairo, and came to East 
St. Louis Wednesday to catch an outgoing 
freight. He had $5 in silver in his pockets. 
From other data it is surmised that Day- 
ton was the property man of a theatrical 
company. 

The body was found wedged between the 
piling and an upright brace In the trestle, 
face €ownward, the feet on the ground. It 
was conveyed to Benner'’s morgue, where it 
Was ascertained that death was caused (i‘- 
rectly by a puncture of the heart by a 
broken rib. Coroner Schildroth was sum- 
moned and will conduct an inquest Thursday 
afternoon. 

Dayton was apparently 30 years old. He 
had a sandy mustache, short sandy halr, 
was slightly bald and weighed 170 pounds. 

He was dressed neatly and wore clean un- 
derclothing. His feet were encased in.clean 
black hose and neat razor toe tan shoes. 
His hat, a stylish black one, was found a 
few feet from tthe body and was not 
crushed. A black coat was closely but- 
toned. A small bundle of fresh laundered 
collars was found ‘n one of the pockets, 
marked ‘‘Charles Dayton.”’ 

A portion of the memoranda was written 
on a Planters’ Hotel notehead. 

The accident must have occurred early 
Wednesday evening, as Dayton’s clothing 
was soaked with water, caused by the rain 
that was falling about 8 o’clock. The body 
was lying about thirty yards west’of Ca- 
hokia Creek. 

The authorities have not found the 
Stranger who was with Dayton Wednesday 
afternoon,

Sleeping Clerks the Victims of 
a Daring Robber. |

ALL THEIR VALUABLES STOLEN. 


THEFT COMMITTED WHILE THE 
CAR WAS STANDING AT 
UNION STATION, 


DOOR AND CHESTS UNLOCKED. 


Uncle Sam’s Employes Awoke to Find 
Watches, Money and Other Arti- 
cles Had Been Taken While 
They Slumbered. 


The ma!l car of the Iron Mountain fast 
train, which leaves Union Station every 
morning at 3:05, was rifled Thursday morn- 
ing in a manner somewhat out of the meth- 
od usually adopted by train robbers. The 
car was entered while it was standing on 
the tracks in the shed at Union Station 
and booty valued at several hundred dol- 
lars was secured from the four clerks who 
were in the car at the time. 

The robbery was the work of a clever 
sneak-thief, who was evidently well aware 
of the conditions which he was to confront 
when he once entered the car. So adroitly 
did he work. that not one of the sleeping 
mail clerks was aroused while he was ope- 
rating and the victims did not discover 
their loss until they awoke from slumber a 
few moments before the time for their train 
to pull out. 

The car which was entered was mall car 
No, 538. The four clerks who were in charge 
were C. J. Cate of 3312 Bell avenue; R. M. 
Slack, 5206 Minerva avenue; E,. F. Giles, 
2126 Olive street, and E. J. Carroll of 7736 
North Broadway. 

These clerks entered the car shortly be- 
fore midnight Wednesday, and, after mak- 
ing preparations for receiving the early 
morning mail, arranged their couches and 
lay down to snatch a few moments’ rest 
preparatory to their long run. 

The robbery must have been committed 
some time between midnight, about which 
time the clerks retired to rest, and 2:30, at 
which time they awoke to make prepara- 
tions to receive the consignment of mail 
for the fast run, Before going to sleep each 
clerk removed his valuables, which they 
placed in their respective lockers at one 
end of the car. 

While: they were wrapped in slumber the 
door of the mail car was cautiously opened 
by means of the regulation key used by the 
clerks, and the robber, or robbers, silently 
entered. The sleepers were passed by cau- 
tiously and an attack made on the lockers. 
All these were securely fastened, but the 
locks were not strong affairs, and a few 
vigorous wrenches at the locks succeeded in 
forcing open the doors. The rest was easy. 
The contents of the lockers were trans- 
ferred to the pockets of the thiéves, and 
when everything of value had been secured 
the intruders left the car as noiselessly as 
they had entered...

WASHING THE FACE. 


The Greatest of Care Should be Taken 
of the Method. 


The method of washing the face dally is 


of great importance, as even if one only 


washes it twice a day the operation has to 
be gone through 700 times in the course of 


|a@ year, and this would naturally affect it 


for good or evil. Highly scented or highly 
colored soaps should be avoided, and one 
which gives a soft lather and does not cause 
any feeling of irritation is the best. The 


soap should be well rubbed into the face 
/with a clean: piece of 


flannel, and then 
pathed off in a basinful of absolutely clean 
water, so that every particle of soap may 
be removed. After thoroughly bathing, the 
face should be dried witn a Turkish towel, 
and then, if the skin be coarse and thick, 
it may be rubbed with a rough towel, but 
if the skin is at all sensitive a very soft 
towel should be used, and the face finally 
well rubbed over with a piece of chamois 
leather. Gentle friction of the face with 


soft lather, or, better still, with the finger | 


tips, when clean, which tends to remove 
lines and prevent formation of wrinkles. If 
lines have formed the skin should be rubbed 
in a direction contrary ito their length, as, 
for example, if there are vertical lines be- 
tween the two eyebrows, they should be 
rubbed from side to side; if there are 
straight lines across the foréhead they 
should be rubbed down from the hair to the 
rvot of the nose and back again. 
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JUDGE ROMBAUVER WILL INSTI- 
TUTE PROCEEDINGS AGAINST 
JUDGE BLAND. 


JUDGMENT OF OUSTER SOUGHT. 


Thousand-Dollar Bond as Security for 
Costs Prepared, and the Entire 
Case in Review. 


“Tt is true,” says Judge R. E. Rombauer, 
“that satisfactory arrangements have been 
fnade whereby I shall now ask the Attorney 
General to institute legal proceedings 
against Judge C. C. Bland, under the cor- 
rupt practices act. The act requires a 
bond of $1,000 as security for costs. That 
having been provided for, nothing remains 
but the application to the Attorney Gen- 
eral.” ; 

It was thought the Judge had abandoned 
his proposition to proceed against Judge 
Bland, after he had put one-half the costs 
in the hands of the Union Trust and no- 
body offered to bear the burden ‘of the other 
half. 

But it seems the plan has only been in 
suspension while the facts and the docu- 
ments were being got together. 


The form of procedure that will now be 
instituted depends largely on Attorney Gen- 
eral Crow. udge Rombauer is of the opin- 
ion that the Attorney General may bring 
the suit in the Circuit Court of St. Louis 
or in the Supreme Court. If the latter be 
chosen, the court may appoint a commis- 
sioner to take testimony, just as is being 
done in the suit of the Attorney Generali 
against the Trust companies. The inquiry, 
of course, will be in the direction of a judg- 
ment of ovster, since a verdict of gullty car- 
ries with it the retirement of Judge Bland 
from the Court of Appeals bench, 

The proposed proceeding arises from the 
fact that before the last election J. W. 
North, the Populist nominee for Judge of the 
St. Louls Court of Appeals withdrew from 
the race and that Judge Biand paid $1,500 to 
the State Democratic Committee, $1,00 of 
which was to be paid the Populist Commit- 
tee to meet North's unpaid assessment. Im- 
mediately after Judge Bland’s election, 
North was appointed reporter of the Court 
of Appeals on motion of Judge Bland@. 

Judge Biand refused Thursday to discuss 
the case in any shape or form. 

In the event of a successful prosecution 
by the Attorney-Ceneral, Judge Rombauer 
will succeed to the judgeship by operation 
of the corrupt practices law, he having re- 
ceived the next highest number of votes, 
but he has said he would, in that event. 
immediately file his resignation after qual- 
ifying, and hold the office only wntil his 
successor could be chosen. 

Judge Rombauer is the only person au- 
thorized by law to bring the proceeding 
against Judge Bland, and it is now aaild he 
has hea@lrated thus long because he waited 
the moral support of the St. Louls Bar Aae- 
sociation, and the political backing of the 
Republican Judicial Committee. He says it 
ie in no sénee a partisan lesue, however 
but entirely a question of the integrity of 
the bench, in which he has only the common 
interest of every citizen,
